Her love to Christ is exhibited in her bustling activity to furnish 
an entertainment for her Lord, who was wearied with toils, and needed 
rest and refreshment. Her faults seemed to spring from her virtues. It 
was her intense solicitude for the entertainment of her Lord, which be- 
trayed her into that excessive anxiety and petulance of temper, that pro- 
yoked the gentle rebuke of te Master: Martha, Martha, thou art careful 


scious of the wrong tendency of her inordinate anxiety, inasmuch as her 
excessive solicitude lad disturbed the spiritual equipoise of her mind, 
and that by her absorption in domestic cares she was really losing sight 
of the one thing needful.

She 
sits a charmeé listener at the Master's feet, and sees nothing and cares for 
nothing beside her Lord, and the teachings that distilled, like the dew, 
from his lips. In her ideal of religion and spiritual vision, she seems to 
live in a sphere above the petty cares that disturb the equanimity of her 
sister, whose very enthusiasm of kindness seems tinged with a spirit of 
worldliness. In short, “ Marv wasone of those characters who canse us 
to overlook what they do in the consideration of what they are. We are 
more impressed by her spirit than by her actions, She sat at the teet of 
Jesus, for her appropriate sphere was in the region of aspiration and re- 
ceptivity.

In the 
editing of this series much care has been taken, The introductory articles 
contain much interesting information, concerning men and matters literary, 
and are very valuable additions to the works themselves, and the books are 
models of neatness in every respect. 

From the Regents of the University we have received two volumes of Cat- 
alogue—one of the printed books in the General Library, and the other of 
the Law Books and State Papers in the Law Library. ‘hese Catalogues are 
got up in very admirable style ; upon which we hone to speak more at length 
in @ future number. From the preface we learn that: “The number of 
volumes in the Library at the time of the publication of the Catalogue in 
1850, was 23.274. The whole number now on the shelves of the Library is 
43,634: of which 30,011, including 144 volumes of manuscripts, arémin the 
Geueral Library, ani the remainiag 15,623 in the Law Library, This shows 
an increase of 20,360 volumes in five years; of which, 16,607, appertain-to 
the Geueral Library, and 3,753 to the Law Library. While this result has 
been produced chiefly by purchases made from the annual appropriations by 
the State for the enlargement of the Library, much of it has arisen from do- 
nations made by foreiga governments and authorities, principally,through 
the system of international exchange conducted by M. Vattemare; by the 
Government of the United States; by the several States of the Union; by 
learned societies; by individuals, both at home and abroad; and by the de- 
posit of the library of the late Hon. Harmanus Bleecker, cousisting of about 
2,700 volumes, 

Oxtver Dasoy & Co. send us a copy of their very fine edition of Verdi's 
opera “Trovatore,” published in neat quarto style, and containing ninety- 
six pages of closely printed music. It is arranged as a pianoforte solo by M. 
Nordmann, and includes the entire rausic of the opera; all the recitatives, as 
well as the melodies, being given in full. This is the only American edition 
of this very favorite opera, and it is moré complete than the European edition 
of the same werk, whos, as arranged for the piano, lacks the itatives, to 
be found in Messrs. Ditson & Co’s edition.
